Bow • Man TTho to Half Dnde, Half Cotf 


boy. Makes m Show of HitnaclK 


-John I. Ligbthall and wife, registered 
from Peorlft, 111., have been attracting 
considerable attention for three days 
days past. The couple were conspicu- 
ous especially for tho magnificent and 
ponderous jewelry which they wore, 
and could not go into tho dining-room 
or walk through the corridors without 
being followed by gaping boys. In ap- 
pearance Lighthall combines tho cow* 
boy of the West 
and the 
swell 


young man of the East. He ia abont 
thirty-five years of age and she feet tall, 
of a lithe, active build. His hair, 
which ia raven black, Is as straight as 
an Indian's, and falls iu a mass to his 
shoulders. His clothes are of a fash- 
ionable cut and of rather loud pat- 
tern. His vest, which 1s of bright ma- 
terials, is buttoned with diamonds, 
there being fifty-four good-sized stones 
in the set of buttons. His visit to Cin- 
cinnati was for the purpose of adding 
some choice stones to his already large 
collection of jewels. He probably wears 
more diamonds than any other man IB 
this country, or any other, for that 
matter. 


Mr, and Mrs. Ligbthall welcomed a 


reporter yesterday and seemed nothing 
'loath to show their jewels, which were 
rathar conspicuously displayed. "I «m 
sorry," mid he, -that I did not know 
you were coming, for I could have had 


i more of my 'stuff1 hero and made more 
of a show. But this scarf-pin is worth 
looking at," pointing at the same time 
to a huge cluster of diamonds more 
than an inch square, which almost hid 
a gaudy necktie which swathe* his 
throat. 
"This is probably the largest pin ia 


the United States,:V he continued. 
"It 


contains one hundred a»d seventy-nine 
stones, one of which, as yon see, weight 
912 carats. They are beautifully set 
and tho entire workmanship is almost 
perfect. It was originally a ring", but 
ils too cumbersome to wear." 


"Did you order it made0'1 
"No.* It was the last order of a dia- 


mond broker in St. Louis, whose name 
was Maus. It u said that be went 
crazy, aad I guess he d'.d, for no sane 
man, unless he was as eccentric as I 
am, would order, much less wtjar, a 
'bauble of this description. It is said 
that Maus took a handful of stones ia to 
{a workshop and told the foreman to 
'make the finest ring possible out of 
(them, and th's is the result." 


Lighthall professes to have bean fond 


of jewels ever since a boy, and for the 
past ten years, sine* he Las been able 
ito gratify his desires in this direction, 
haa been making an extraordinary 
collection of precious stones. 
He 


[wears them, he says, because he likes 
to be odd. Of late years ho has been 
much among the Indiana in ths Vfest, 
and affects the manners and actions of 
» cowboy. He has a sombrero which 
icost him over two thousand eight hun- 
dred dollars. Clusters of diamonds and 
,other gems decorate the crown and rim 
of the hat, and it is probably the only 
lhat in tho United States that is kept in a 
0afe. The same man, just to gratify an 
[inclination to be conspicuous, wore a 
Isnit of clothes the buttons of which 
were made of ten dollar gold pieces. 
The iewelry which he wore yesterday, 
Jin addition to his glaring scarf-pin and 
diamond vest buttons, consisted of 
four big rings, a massive gold chain, 
and three large badges or medals, 
which were pinned on his vest-front. 
The setting of one ring was a topaz 
said to be the largest in the United 
^tates. 
Another was a 
beautiful 


sapphire, surrounded by four large dia- 
jraonds. 
The others were diamond 


clusters and were only notieable on ac- 
,count of their unusual size and the 
worth of tho stones.—Cincinnati En- 
ifturcr.

Smith was the son of a poor brick- 
layer, and began his life as one of the 
little serfs of the brickyard. 1'or sis- 
pence a day ho would carry these heavy 
weights of clay, walking the equivalent 
of fourteen miles, and on every night 
of estta-work, canning a weight which 
mounted np to a total load of five tons. 
His sixpences he spent in books. The 
vitality that gave him a margin of 
energy above that needed for tha 
drudgery of his daily tasks pushed him 
up into the position of manager of a 
brickyard, but his personal success did 
not deaden bis sympathy with tbe cruel 
victims of tn« system from which ha 
had escaped. 
He set himself at work 


to lighten their loads and ease their 
lot, and as a result lost his situation. 


Thenceforward he gave his whole 


life—body, soul and mind—to the cause 
of the poor children In whose behalf he 
had sacrificed himself. 
There were 


30,000 children living in the bondage of 
the brickyards, and in their behalf this 
noble-hearted 
though 
imperfectly 


equipped philanthropist laid siege to 
the public and the Legislature, and by 
the mere dint of enthusiasm, and hard 
work, and what tho uujuat Judge in 
the parable called "continual coming," 
compelled the country to listen, and 
succeeded in obtaining three acts of 
Parliament. His first achievement was 
the Brickyards act of 1871, by which 
these 80,000 children were taken out of 
their pen* and sent to school. When, 
he had done this for the 30,000 brick- 
yard children he turned to the rescue ot

00.000 children who lived on tlie canal- 
boats of Great Britain in an ignorance, 
degradation and brutality even worse 
than that of tha brickyard children. 
In 1877, six years after the passage ol 
his Brickyard act, he got from Parlia- 
ment the Canalboat act, by which these 
00,000 children, too, were allowed to 
escape from the little six-feet square 
cabins of the canalboats into school. 
The Canalboats net as it oame out of 
Parliament was not all that was needed, 
and this indefatigable man set himself 
to work to have it amended. This took 
seven years more, but at the end of 
that time the work was done, and, 
thanks to tho unselflsh heroism of 
George Smitli, 80,000 brickyard chil- 
dren and G'0,000 eamilboat children are 
now {riven through education an escape 
into tho life of a real humanity which, 
but for him, thev never would have 
breathed thf> air of. 


While George Smith was doing this 


for others ho was doing nothing for 
himself, and to-day he is awhile-haired 
man, too old to obtain employment, 
unfitted by his peculiar occupation tor 
tlia last tweuty years troui doing 
manual work, penniless, and with 
u, family living in distress and poverty- 
His mission is not ended. Tho gypsy 
children of England are still to be 
rescxied, and ho had set liis heart upon 
doing that work before ho shut his 
eyes, tie has recently had a grant 
from the B.oyal Bounty Fund of one 
thousand iivo hundred dollars to save 
him from immediate destitution, but 
this mokes no permanent provision for 
him. Tho nation which spends three 
million a yonr for the support of its 
royal idlers should uot bo willing to 
see tho man who has done the royal 
woi'k accomplished by George Smith 
abandoned to actual want and com- 
pelled to cease his philanthropiu efforts. 
The Pall Mail Oaxette well says the re- 
ward 'of philanthropy such 
as hi* 


should certainly not be literally star- 
vation, and a man of his duiuterested 
enthusiasm and capacity for philan- 
thropic work should at least be al- 
lowed his rations. 
Even convicts hav» 


as much as that It is worth passing 
aotlco that this magnificent philan- 
thropy i» not the fruit of any profes- 
sional labor agitation nor of any use 
of the groat power and wealth of the 
trades unions, but of the simple, unas- 
sisted, individual solf-sacriliee of on» 
man. Communism. Socialism, trades 
unionism never spoke a word or lifted 
a finger in behalf of the ninety thou- 
sand children whom Georgo Smith 
baa given his life to save.—Chicago 
Tribune.
